Mrs. Mason, his 
wife, is the principal teacher, assisted 
by Miss Ward, a very pleasant and in­ 
teresting young lady, also from the 
old State, who, besides teaching the 
primary, has charge of the musical 
department. 
Mrs. M. is a lady of 
much culture and talent, and touches 
the ancient and modern languages 
most successfully. 
There are but a 
few students at present at this College, 
but it is hoped that the next term will 
prove more encouraging, both to the 
Church and Principal. 
Let us hope, 
also, that justice will he done to the 
donor of tuis valuable property, by ut 
least keeping the grounds clea.i and in 
order. If the College fund is not suffi­ 
cient to make these improvements and 
beautify the place as it should he, con­ 
tributions, if solicited, I am confident 
would be made by our many public 
spirited citizens. Let it be tried.

Beet Sugar Factory. 


Ilect sugar men have discovered that 
the beet best adapted for their purpose 
should only be permitted to grow until 
it weighs about live pounds. They also 
say that a locality which will produce 
two crops per year is the most desira­ 
ble—the second crop possessing equal 
saccharine qualities with the first, l'he 
qualities of Los Angeles Valley soil in 
this respect having reached Mr. W • 


W a d s w o r t h , the builder and princi­ 
pal owner of the Sacramento Beet 
Sugar Factory, he placed himself in 
communication 
witli 
Mr. W. It. 
O l d e n , of this county, and on the in­ 
formation furnished 
by him, Mr. 
W a d s w o r t h is moving in the busi­ 
ness of incorporating a company iu 
San Francisco, for the purpose ot pur­ 
chasing a beet farm and establishing a 
beet sugar manufacture at or near An­ 
aheim. 
He writes that he enter­ 
tains 
no 
doubt 
about 
disposing 
of 
the 
requisite 
amount 
of 
stock, 
almost 
without an effort, 
among the capitalists of Sun Fran­ 
cisco. It is to lie hoped this enterprise 
will be speedily carried out. 
Une of 
these factories in operation iu our val­ 
ley will cause the buildiug of several 
others in a short time. Probably no 
other sectiou of the State will success­ 
fully grow two crops of beets each 
season, and certainly no other valley 
on the Pacific Coast contains such a 
large area adapted to the cultivation 
of the sugar beet. We have no means 
of estimating the annual sum paid for 
sugar by the people of Sail Bernardino, 
San Diego and Los Angeles counties, 
but it no doubt exceeds half a mil­ 
lion dollars. Now every dollar of this 
money goes away—is paid out for a 
foreign production. If we go into the 
beet sugar business as extensively as 
our facilities will admit, we shall not 
only pay this large sum for a home 
production, but manufacture a great 
deal of sugar for export, thus selling 
to those of whom we are now com­

Irrigation in the Santa Ana Valley. 


A single illustration of what the Ir­ 
rigation law passed at the last session 
of the Legislature will do for this 
valley, is seen in the work now pro­ 
gressing on the Santa Ana River, near 
Anaheim. The ditches will take the 
water from the river at a point twelve 
miles above Anaheim and convey it 
over the land lying on each side of the 
channel. There is an abundance of 
water to irrigate fifty thousand acres 
on the west side and thirty thousand 
acres on the east side, making a total 
of eighty thousand acres brought into 
cultivation and insured to raise a crop, 
such as can only be grown in Los An­ 
geles Valley, every season. This vast 
area of land, before the passage of the 
Irrigation law, was worth but from 
eight to ten dollars per acre. It lias 
already increased in value, and when 
the ditches are completed it will be 
worth from fifty to sixty dollars per 
acre—a five-fold increase within less 
than twelve months. The ditches will 
he ready for use in time for next sea­ 
son. At the point where the water 
will be diverted from the main chan­ 
nel a natural rock dam extends across 
the Santa Ana River, which forces all 
the water of the stream to the surface, 
thu9 turning the entire volume out 
upon the level land. A valuable water 
power is also secured, sufficient to run 
a dozen large factories. We have ob­ 
tained these facts from Mr. Wm. R. 
O l d e n , a gentleman who possesses a 
vast fund of information relative to 
the wealth and resources of our valley. 
He assures us that the water of the 
Santa Ana River, about to be util­ 
ized, will do all that is claimed above, 
and make a large tract of now unpro­ 
ductive land one of the most product­ 
ive and valuable in the State.

The family 
withholds its consent, and thus estab­ 
lishes tlie fact that the whole thing is 
a trick. A lecture will be given, dur­ 
ing which every seemingly mysterious 
act of the ghost will be re-enacted and 
its modus operandi exposed. Did any 
one ever see or hear a real ghost? 


A S a n F r a n c i s c o jury has mulcted 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company 
in the sum of four hundred dollars for 
ejecting a man from one of tlieii cars 
who was traveling on a hold-over 
ticket, the limit of which had expired. 
Although the company have tumbled 
many a passenger overboard for like 
cause, this is, we believe, the first in­ 
stance where a suit for damages has 
reached a verdict. The policy of refus­ 
ing to issue stop-over tickets, or of re­ 
fusing to take up tickets good for one 
day after that day has passed, is in­ 
jurious to the Railroad Company and 
a great inconvenience to the traveling 
public. In equity, if not in law, a rail­ 
road ticket is go»d until it is used. It 
is, in fact, the company's agreement 
to perform a stipulated service for a 
specified sum of money, and it seems 
but reasonable that the contract should 
be binding until the service is per­ 
formed. The higher courts of the East 
have held to this opinion, and it ap­ 
peal's to be founded on a principle of 
right and justice to all concerned.

E n g lan d to llo ld U old Coast. 
L o n d o n, May 12.—In tne House of 
Lords to-night, Earl Cameron an­ 
nounced that in accordance with the 
feeling of the country the Government 
has decided it impossible to abandon 
its possessions on the Gold Coast; and 
that it is proposed to unite Logas and 
the Gold Coast in one province; the 
Governor’s residence to be the nomi­ 
nal capitol of the Province, and to be 
protected by National troops. 
O r g n u I s ta tio n o f t h e S p a n i s h M i n i s t r y 
M a d r id , May 13.—The new Minis­ 
try was announced this morning, as 
follows: Saballo, President of Coun­ 
cil; Minister of War, Sagosta; Minis­ 
ter of Foreign Affairs, Camacho; Fi­ 
nance, Martinez; Justice, Coltneuarcz;

Urutnl O utrage on th e B ritish Vice. 
Consul nt G uatem ala. 
N e w Y o r k , May 13.—A Panama 
letter of the 3d instant gives an ac­ 
count of a horrible outrage perpetrated 
by Colonel Gonzales, Commandant of 
the port of Ban Juan de Guatemala, on 
the British Vice-Consul at Ban Juan 
de Guatemala, John Magee, with 
whom he had a personal difficulty in 
reference to the clearance of a vessel. 
They had a rencontre on the street, ex­ 
changing blows. April 24th, Gonzales 
summoned Magee to appear at his of­ 
fice, and the latter declining to come, 
Gonzales had him brought by soldiers. 
The C'olsnel then abused him, beating 
him over the head with a pistol, and 
declared that lie should first have four 
hundred lashes and then be shot. Ma­ 
gee vainly invoked the protection of 
his flag, and remonstrances from 
United States Consular Agent James 
were also disregarded. The Pacific 
Mail steamer Arizona arrived at noon, 
but Gonzales, seizing the telegraph of­ 
fice and planting two cannon to cover 
the Arizona, had his victim brought 
out and two hundred lashes witli a 
rattan inflicted. Magee fainted and 
was carried back to prison with the 
promise that ¿lie rest of the sentence 
should be carried out in the morning. 
Meantime news reached Salvador, 
and a detachment of soldiers were sent 
to San Jose, arriving just as Magee 
was being stripped for torture. Gon­ 
zales ordered his soldiers to shoot Ma­ 
gee, but they refused. He fled to the 
Arizona, hut unseen hands among the 
passengers fired several shots at the 
villain, three of which entered his 
body. His boat was taken ashore, 
where he died soon afterward. The 
United States Minister at Salvador 
sent a dispatch ordering the detention 
of the steamer, but the Captain, con­ 
sidering that tne order was designed to 
keep the ship until the safety of the 
foreign residents was assured, decided 
to disregard it, and sailed for Panama 
April 25th. 
Our Public Library. 


E d it o r H e r a l d : Our Common 
Council, who have the final ar­ 
rangement and determination of 
our public library, have doubtless 
acted wisely in deferring the matter 
for a little while, In order to consider 
the details of the law, aud get its re­ 
spective provisions thoroughly di­ 
gested before taking action. The new 
statute has many provisions, and the 
Common Council have doubtless acted 
for the best interests of the city in 
taking the question into thorough de­ 
liberation. i entertain a strong faith 
that our Common Council will Jinally 
pass the proper ordinance for the es­ 
tablishment of the library, under the 
provisions of the new law, as soon as 
the subject matter lias been fully di­ 
gested. 
There are gentlemen in our Council 
as deeply interested in the progress and 
advancement of every interest of the 
city as those outside of the Council. I 
believe every member of the Council, 
as far as lie can comprehend the new 
law, is willing and anxious to promote 
our public library. I entertain the 
hope that the Council will take up the 
question just as soon as its members 
can acquaint themselves with the full 
provisions of the law. 1 hope, how­ 
ever. that the Council will not pass the 
matter over with undue delay, but will 
take it up as one of the chief questions 
arising before it for consideration. No 
greater misfortune could befall our 
people than that our library should be 
allowed to lapse into a fallen condition. 
As a citizen, I do uot lose faith in our 
Coiumou Council. I think they are 
striving to do the best they can, and 
I entertain full confidence that they 
will plant the library upon the basis 
that ihe law has guaranteed, and thus 
make it one of the finest and most re­ 
fined ornaments of this beautiful aud 
attractive oity.

Visalia Items. 


From theT ulare Tim es of May 9. 
Green peas are selling far five cents 
per pound. 
Strawberries made their appearance 
in our market. 
New dwellings will be erected in 
every portion of Visalia this Summer. 
Alfalfa and barley hay is being cut 
in many parts of the county. 
Harvesting of grain will begin in 
earnest in a week or two. 
A drunken Indian shot at Mrs. W. 
Sharp, in the Mussel Slough country, 
but fortunately did not h it her. 
We were shown by Mr. T. C. H unt, 
of the Exchange Hotel, some fine 
specimens of antbracite coal, found in 
trie foot-hills about twenty miles from 
Visalia. This is quite a valauble dis­ 
covery. 


Curl Leaf. 


A. C. Meeker, of Lodi, writing to 
the Stockton Leader under date of 
April 27th, gives the following con­ 
cerning curl leaf in peaches : 
“ I desire, through the medium of 
your columns to give, for the benefit 
of your readers, the cause of, as well 
as the remedy for, the curled leaf in 
the peach. 
And I speak from a thor­ 
ough experience, and know whereof I 
sneak. The cause of the curled leaf is 
this : The hot sun in the Summer and 
Fall, during the dry season, dries the 
bark on the trees, so that it becomes 
bark-bound; and when the sap starts 
up in the Spring, there is no room to 
form a growth of wood, which is es­ 
sential to the health of the tree. 
In 
consequence of the tree being bark- 
bound, the sap is forced up into the 
top af the tree, thence out into the 
leaves, which substance makes them 
grow thick and pulpy, and the sun 
curls them up, so that you may take 
them in your hand and squeeze the 
sap out of them. If let alone, the fruit 
will drop off and the tree wither and 
die. 
All this may be sucessfully 
prevented by the following process: 
In the Spring, when the sap first starts, 
take a sharp knife and slit the bark 
from the ground up into the branches. 
This must be done in the new of the 
moon. It will loosen the bark and 
give the tree a chance to grow, and the 
sap will not be forced into the top of 
the tree to such an extent as to forma 
curled leaf, and the tree will be healthy 
and the fruit better. It is not too late 
yet to save your fruit. W hen you find 
the leaves beginning to curl, take your 
knife, in the new of the moon, and slit 
the bark, as before stated, and in one 
week you may take hold of the tree 
and shake ofr the curled leaves, and 
the fruit will still mature. I have 
thus saved my fruit after it had at­ 
tained a goo 1 size.
